Thomas C. Hennings, former vice-presi- 
dent of the Jefferson Club, and John H. 
Murphy, clerk of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, were the most important witnesses 
Monday morning at the trial of Thomas E. 
Barrett, John Dolan and Frank Garrett in 
the United States District Court, charged 
with having committed naturalization 
frauds. 

The trial of Al Morrow, private secre- 
tary to Gov. Dockery, was set for hearing 
next Friday by Judge Adams at the request 
of Attorney Fred W. Lehmann. 

urphy was shown 10 certificates of nat- 
uralization bearing his signature, which he 
pronounced forgeries, and when asked in 
whose handwriting the signatures were, re- 
plied, To the best of my judgment it is 
the handwriting of Thomas E. Barrett.“ 

Murphy was deliberate and positive in 
manner, but his voice grew stern with em- 
phasis as he was handed papers bearing 
his name signed by another. 

The three defendants, Thomas F. Bar- 
rett, former deputy marshal of the court 
of appeals: John P. Dolan, chairman of 
the Democratic city central committee, and 
Policeman Frank Garrett, Ustened closely 
to all Murphy said. 

Mrs. Alice Barbagiia, wife of John Bar- 
baglia, corroborated her husband's testi- 
mony regarding the visit of Garrett to her 
home and the signing of naturalization 
papers there one night early in October,

CORONER THROUGH

Official States That There Is No Crim- 
inal Case Against ‘the 
Husband. 


MISS LAIDIG CHIEF WITNESS 


The last evidence in the inquest as to 
the death of Mrs. Mary L. Laidig, first 
wife of Clinton Laidig, was given at the 
hearing in the coroner's office Monday 
morning. The transcript of all the evi- 
dence taken during the several sessions of 
the inquest will be forwarded to Prose- 
cutor Dalton for review. 

An official prominently connected with 
the inquest stated at the end of Monday's 
hearing that no criminal case could be 
made out of the Laidig affair. 

Laidig is merely unfortunate because of 
his relation, extending over several years, 
with Miss Minnie Alt, the present Mrs. 
Laldig."’ 

Laidig and Miss Alt were married a few 


days after the death ot the first Mrs. Alt. 


Mrs. Laidig died on the evening of Oct. 3. 
presumably from morphine poisoning. 
Monday's evidence further established the 
fact that for several years before her death 
Mrs. Laidig had been a regular user of 
morphine, which she took by injection from 
a hypodermic needle. The last injection of 
the drug was administered by her husband 
on the morning of her death. All evidence 
goes to show that the solution contained 
the usual amount of morphine—one grain. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, which 
lasted three hours, Laidig, who had been 
preesnt throughout the morning in his own 
interests, asked permission to make a state- 
ment in addition to that which he gave 
last week. Deputy Coroner O'Keefe grant- 
ing his request, Laidig said that Dr. Warb- 
ington, who had been Mrs. Laidfg’s physi- 
clan, had endeavored to use the inquest as 
an opportunity to make professional capital 
for bimself.by connecting Laidig with the 
death of Mrs. Laidig.

Mrs. Laidig did surrender her needle to 
Dr. Warbington, who prounced her cured of 
the habit, said Laidig. But she was not 
cured. Dr. Warbington was called again

ATTACK ON HER 


Beautiful New York Society Woman 
Describes for the Post-Dispatch Her 
Struggle for Life With Black Fiend 
in Lonely Forest. 


FOUGHT HIM OFF DESPITE 
HIS THREATS OF MURDER 


Did Not Feel Complete. Relief Until 
Wreétch Was Hanged by Mob— 
Wanted to Kill Him Herself While 
Identifying Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PASS CHRISTIAN, Miss... Nov. 9.—Mrs. 
Peter Labouisse, the beautiful young mat- 
ron of New York, who was attacked last 
Thursday by Sam Adams, a negro, who 
was soon afterward lynched, spent today in 
seclusion at her husband's beautiful home 
in this picturesque resort on the shore of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Although not physically injured in the 
struggle, Mrs. Laboulsse's nerves are still 
completely unstrung as a result of her 
terrible experience. She has remained in 
her room since she returned there that 
afternoon and she will stay there until, 
with her husband and daughter and ser- 
vants, she starts for Europe by way of 
New York. 

Mrs. Labouisse, through her husband made 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent to- 
day the first statement she has given to 
the public concerning the attack of Thurs- 
day afternoon. She was too agitated to 
talk about it in person. 

All day their beautiful home has re- 
mained darkened. It has been the custom 
for Mr. and Mrs. Labouisse to ask their 
friends to drop in on the way home from 
church, but yesterday the house was as 
gloomy as if it were the abode of death. 
The home is one of the most beautiful in 
Mississippi with extensive stables, kennels 
and game preserves. 

Pass Chrisian.is the fashionable little 
Newport of Mississippi and the neighboring 
Southern states. Many St. Louisans visit 
here in winter, A northern reader can 
form a clear estimate of what happened 
here fr he will imagine all that occurred to 
have taken place at Newport and Larch- 
mont. 


Mr. Laboulsse, worn gray with suffering, 
is never far from the door to reinforce the 
reply given by the maid to all callers that 
no member of the family can be seen. Nev- 
ertheless, when it was represented to him 
that the numerous friends of the family, 
north as well as south, wished to hear from 
Mrs. Labouisse the story of her experience, 
Mr. Labouisse enabled the Post-Dispatch 
corresponcent to get her story in full. 


Only Relief on 

Hearing of Hanging. 
“It was only when I heard that that 
wretched creature was hanged that I began 
to experience a ne of relief, said Mrs. 
Labouisse. 

“I was so glad that the people had 
taken the law into their own hands. There 
was no doubt as to his identity or the 
crime he attempted to commit. 

“With my baby and her nurse, a gir! 
named Margaret, whom we brought with 
us from New York three weeks ago, I 
drove out into the woods Thursday after- 
noon to gather mushrooms. We tied the 
horse to a small tree and wandered about, 
looking for mushrooms. I had no more 
fear of being attacked than I would have 
had on Long Island. 

“I had gone a short distance away from 
baby and nurse when the young negro 
came up to me and said the horse had 
broken away and gone into the woods. His 
manner was perfectly respectful, and thére 
was nothing about him to excite suspicion. 
He seemed about 18 years old. 


“I told him to get the horse and bring 
him back, but he said he could not do it 
unless I went with him, because the horse 
would be afraid of a stranger.

DAY DEVOTED TO GREETINGS 
AND WORK OF ORGANIZATION 


The President’s Message, It Is Ex- 
pected, Will Be Presented Tuesday, 
and Will Deal Largely With Legis- 
lation Under the Cuban Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The ffty-eighth 
Congress convened in oxtraordinary session 
at noon today in accordance with the proc- 
la mation of President Roosevelt, for the 
purpose of enacting legislation necessary to 
make effective the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
The day was devoted simply to personal 
greetings and organization. 

The House assembled the largest member- 
ship in its history, and the scene before the 
gavel fell in that body was one of anima- 
tion, both on the floor, in the cloak rooms 
and in the lobbies and corridors. 

The day was crisp and bright, and the 
capitol building presented the appearance of 
a new building with its coat of white paint 
and its renovated condition. 

Crowds of spectators, both men and wo- 
men, thronged the corridors and rotunda 
of the capitol early in the day and the gal- 
leries, to which admission was had by card 
only, were taxed to their capacity long be- 
fore the hour for assembling arrived. Many 
high officials of the government left their 
desks at the departments to witness the 
opening of the session and greet their legis- 
lative friends; many strangers in Washing- 
ton had their first glimpse of Congress, 
while the capitol was the Mecca of the 
Washingtonian. 

Committee rooms, which had been in the 
hands of the renevator during the recess, 
were thrown open and many informal re- 
ceptions were held by popular chairmen.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Nearly 2000 theat- 
rical managers, playwrights and actors at- 


tended a meeting here yesterday afternoon 
to discuss the subject of an endowed thea- 
ter. Addresses were made by many persons 
prominent in the profession. It was the 
first big. public demorstration held by the 
National Art Theater Soclety, which was 
formed last spring.

Dr. Runge Sdys This Is Necessary to 
Prevent Abuses to Pa- 
tients. 

Legislation compelling the consignment 
of insane persons to public or private in- 
stitutions. where they may be under the 
care of specialists, instead of allowing 
county judges the option of sending them 
to improperly-equipped county almshouses 
or Poor farms, is urgently advocated by 
Dr. E. C. Runge, superintendent of the St. 


Sone * stig | Louis Insane Asylum, who returned Mon- 
or he was on his way. to 


day morning from Kansas City, where he 
attended the annual session of the Mis- 


sourl conference of Charities and Correc- 


tions. 

As related in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
the feature of the session was a paper by 
Rev. C. A. Elwood of Columbla—who. was 
elected president for the ensuing year to 
| succeed Dr. Runge—in which he told of 
the cruel treatmenc to which insane pa- 
tlents were subjected in some Missouri 
almshouses, specifying a case where the 
superintendent had pulled an insane wom- 
an's teeth as punishment because she bit 


him. 
„J believe that whatever hardships the 


insane are subjected to in Missouri alms- 
houses is due to ignorance of the super- 
intendents rather than brutality,”’ said Dr. 
Runge, Monday morning, “but I must say 
that the man who pulled the patient's 
teeth passes beyond my personal concep- 
tion of ignorance and goes pretty deep into 


brutality. 
“This I regard as an exveptional case, 


however, and I think ignorance is responsi- 
ble for most of the cases. In the four years 
that we have had our meetings we have 
never seen an almshouse superintendent at 
any of them. 

do not believe that the crime of im- 
proper treatment of the insane, however, 
is as much at the door of those almshouse 
superintendents as it is due to the people of 
the state at large. 

They are responsible for the existence 
of laws that make these conditions possi- 
ble. Before adjourning, our conference 
adopted a resolution pledging all the mem- 
bers to work for a revision of the laws 
gov erning the insane. 

‘I believe in the fullest publicity in the 
matter. If the people of the state are én- 
lightened as to how insane are treated they 
will speedily demand of their legislators a 
revision of the laws on the subject. 

In many Gases I would prefer to see in- 
sane persons placed in jail, instead of alms- 
housés, for fear they may be kept at the 
latter places too long. 

„This should be made impossible. When 
a person is found to be insane he should be 
as promptly as possible p.aced in some pub- 
lic or private institution where he may 
have the advantage of the services of a 
specialist in such cases.’

Gustaf of Sweden and Frederick of 
Dénmark to Be St. Louis’ 
duests. 


INVITED BY c. W. KOHLSAAT 


Commissioner Tells of His Receptions 
and Work in European 
Countries. 


Denmark’s crown prince and Sweden's 
heir apparent are to visit St. Louis to- 
gether next summer as a result of the 
efforts of Charles W. Kohlisaat in behalf 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 
northern Europe during the past eighteen 
months. 

“Prince Gustaf, the crown prince of 
Sweden, is coming.“ Mr. Kohlsaat said to 
the Post-Dispatch. ‘Prince Frederick, the 
crown prince of Denmark, is an intimate 
personal friend of his, and Prince Gustaf 
is anxious to have him come to America 
with him. Both will come’as honorary 
presidents of the Fair commissions from 
their respective countries. 

The only thing likely to interfere with 
their prospective journey to St. Louis would 
be the serious illness of their distinguished 
fathers. 

While in northern Burope Mr. Kohisaat 
enjoyed the distinction of several audiences 
not only with the crown princes but with 
King Oscar of Sweden and King Christian 
of Denmark. He also conferred with the 
leading ministers of both countries and of 
Norway. All three countries have accepted 
invitations to participate in the Fair. 

Sweden has appropriated 120,000 crowns 
(330,000) for an exhibit, and Mr. Kohlsaat 
expects the legislatures of Denmark ana 
Norway, now in session, ve also make ap- 
propriations. 

Mr. Kohlsaat says he was most cordially 
received in all three countries. He brought 
back with him to America autograph pho- 
— of King Oscar and the two crown 
‘princes and also the decoration of a Knight 
of Vasa, conferred on him by Ki Oscar. 
| “King Oscar is a most delig tful old 
gentleman, Mr. Kohisaat sai Mond 
morning. He is 72 years of. He was 
, not at his palace at Stockholm when I 
reached the capital first and I was granted 
an audience by the Crown Prince Gustaf, 
who is known as the 21 Regent while 


his father is away. I met him later. how- 
ever, and he talked to me for a half hour.

King Oscar asked many questions about 
America and St. Louls. In telli him the 
reasons why ns would like his 
country represented at the Fair } told him 
that there ware 3,000,000 Swedes and Norwe- 
gians in the United States, the majority 
of them in the country near St. Louis. 

“The King looked very thoughtful at this 
and said: 

My people are leaving for America rap- 
idly enough now, it seems to me, without 


making a special exhibit to attract them to 
your country.“ 

“But he directed me to see his prime 
minister, who, in turn, referred me to 

the misister of finance, all of whom I 

found charming gentlemen. 

“I met King Oscar's other two sons, 

Prince Car! and Prince Eugehe. Prince 
| Hugene is a famous painter and it is pos- 
sible that he will come to the Fair. 

King Oscar and his family are par- 
troy interested in the Loulsiana Pur- 
chase Exposition because of the fact that 
the King is a grandson of Bernadotte, who 
' {was governor of Louisiana when the 

Loulsiana purchase was consummated. 

Bernadotte was a general in Napoleon's 
army. Napoleon made him governor of 
' Louisiana to get him out of the way, con- 
sidering him too ambitious. Instead of go- 
ing to Woulsiana, Bernadotte went to 
Scandinavia and set himself up as King 
of Norway and Sweden, 

“At Copenhagen, when I first was pre- 
sented at the Danish 22 I. too, met 
the crown prince.

STRIKE CLOSES 
COLORADO. MINES 


Work Completely Suspended and 
Shutdown Is More Extensive 
Than Was Expected. 


DENVER, Nov. 9.—Information received 
from the coal fields of Colorado today in- 
dicate that the strike of coal miners will 
be more extended than anticipated. 

It is reported that the order of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the United Mine 
Workers of America deciaring a strike in 
District 15 for today has been obeyed in 
Colorado almost to the man. 

At certain mines, where it was confidently 
believed a sufficient number of men could 
be retained to operate them, it appears 
that not enough men reported today to 
make a showing. 

In the northern fields, where the men de- 
cided to strike upon their own referendum 
vote because they have not been granted an 


eight-hour day, the walkout is complete. 
It is said that several ‘of the independent 
mines will make efforts to continue in 
operation, but it is understood with little 
ho of success. 

Unusual precautions have been taken by 
the sheriff of Las Animas County, in south- 
ern Colorado, where it is feared trouble 
may break out at any time. It is re- 

rted that strikers have threatened vio- 
ence if hey are ousted from the cottages 
of the Victor Fuel Co. and the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron Co. 

The state troops are being held in readi- 
ness to respond at a moment's notice to a 
call from the governor. 

Already the effects of the strike are be- 
ing felt in this city. Practically all the 
dealers announced® today that they have 
no coal to sell. The prospect is favorable 
for a serious coal famine in Denver and at 
other points in the state.

RAILROAD ATTEMPTS 
TO TRAP ROBBERS 


Rock Island Sends Out Armed Specials 
After Gang That Demanded 
$1000. : 


DES MOINES, Io., Nov. 9.—The Rock 
Island officials have sent out two special 
trains bearing armed officers and blood- 
hounds to Dexter, Io., in the hope of 
capturing a gang of robbers. The officers 
spent the night in the woods along the 
right of way between Earlham and Deter, 
but had no encounter with the robbers. 
About ten days ago the main offices in 
Chicago received a letter directing the road 
to see that $1000 was thrown off No. 6, 
the Denver flyer, somewhere in Iowa, Sat- 
urday night. 

Superintendent Slifer came to Des 
Mcines and it was decided to make the 
appearance according to the demand of 
the gang. But a special was made up at 


Council Bluffs to follow No. 6 about ten 


minutes and it bore armed men and 
bloodhounds. The engineer of No. 6 was 
given the money to throw from his engine 
at the given signal, the explosion of three 
torpedoes under his side of the machine. 
The torpedoes were not exploded. Today 
it was rumored, however, that No. 5, pre- 
ceding No. 6 a half hour, had exploded the 


torpedoes. 

This or some other new information re- 
sulted in reorganizing the special force 
of armed officers who went out on àa spec- 
ial from Des Moines to Dexter and then 
patrolled the right of way between Earl- 
ham and that town all night. Nothing de- 
veloped, however, and the men remained 
in the timber watching for the criminals 
in vain. 

At an early hour detectives and the 
bloodhounds began scouring the sur- 
rounding country. They passed several 
miles beyond the place where the money 
was ordered thrown off from the train, 
but were unable, according to a message 
just received, to find a single trace that 
would lead to a clearing up of the mys- 
tery. 

Little hope is entertained for the dis- 
covery of any definite information. A 
tramp who was shot by a trackman upon 
the right-of-way a short distance from 
the town after refusing to halt is at the 
hotel suffering severely from his wounds. 
The tramp's limbs and breast are filled 
with buckshot. He will be brought to 
Des Moines some time during the day to 
be placed in a hospital.
